men.were spending large sums month- 
ly throug-h Wurzberger's agency. 


L. The raid was made at the. instance of 
the Wilkesbarre Times, the editor of 
the paper apnearing as the prosecutor. 


The^Times Thursday night stated 


that it has proof that the late George 
A. Lohman "put 81,100 in the lottery 
shortly before he committed suicide, 
and that ex-Banker Rockafellow, now 
in the eastern penitentiary, sunk thou- 
sands of dollars in .lottery tickets. 
Wurzberger had agents in surrounding 
towns, and, it"is alleged, also used the 
United States mails extensively in con- 
ducting his business. 
-The arrest and confiscation of the 
list of customers created much conster- 
nation, and the mayor "was besieged 
by prominent people, who pleaded 
with him to have their names sup- 
pressed.

swept over the Fiji islands a few 
weeks ago, and the first effects of 
which were still a topic of interesting- 
discussion when the Mirrowa touched 
at Suva. It was in this storm that 
several large vessels came to grief 
with Jementable loss of life, land build- 
ings In Suva, the capital of Fiji, suffer- 
ed very severely. The town-is com- 
paratively in debris, having1; been the 
center of the hurricane. 


Most of the damage appears to bar* 


been done about 2 a. m. February 7,; 
when. the force of the wind was ter- 
rific. The hurricane was accompanied 
by, a fearful driving rain, penetrating 
everything. The storm con tinted"" un- 
til 5 o'clock Monday* afternoon and 
then gradually calmed down. 
; 
, 


During the lull some ventured out to 


see the extent of the damage done. 
The town was stripped of foliage and 
on every hand were -houses with veran- 
das .blown down, roofs half off, bare 
walls standing or damage of some other 
form apparent. The most serious re- 
ports of damage comes from'planta- 
tions in the group which has suffered 
terribly. 
The cocoanut plantations 


will take fully five years to recover, 
and banana plantations have been to- 
tally destroyed.. The past year has 
been such a thoroughly successful on* 
that business people were looking for- 
ward to a few years of prosperity, co- 
coanut plantations having only recent- 
ly recovered from past blows. This Is 
reported to be the most serious hurri- 
cane the group has had for years. 


The Island of Tauvenl, on which most 


of the European planters are settled, 
has been swept from top to bottom. 
The Union Steamship Co.'s Osau had a 
miraculous escape. 


She was shipping sugar at Vnlna 


point, where there is absolutely no 
shelter. When the hurricane: had 
blown over she bad drifted many miles 
and gotten among the most dangerous 
path of reefs of the group, known ma 
the Bin ggold reefs, where the smallest 
inter-insular steamer would not go in 
the broadest daylight. 
'". The food supplies of the people sre 
now almost entirely destroyed and the 
effects which must surely follow such 
a storm are famine, disease and too 
often death. The government of the' 
Fiji is fully aware of this danger, has 
voted money to meet the more imme- 
diate necessities of the case, bnt this 
will certainly not prove sufficient By 
far the largest number of natives be- 
long to the Methodist church of this 
colony and missionary societies are 
taking steps to give relief. 


A correspondent says: "The cyclone 


traveled, from east; to west developed • 
around an axis against the sun. We 
had the last blast about 6 p. m. Sun- 
day. Though then it blew » gale of 
almost hurricane force: all night, it '. 
seemed to be calm compared to the 
fearful reality of .the cyclone. On Mon- 
day morning what a sight the island 
presented! All houses in the native 
town were leveled. Nearly all the 700 . 
cottages^vere down or lurched over or 
torn away. The whole place had just
